mall log cabin on the water reserve 
beyond the 800 mill. The father had 
gone to his work, and the mother, 
caving the boy seated on the floor, 
lad stepped into tbe 
neighboring 


house, to learn the condition of her 
sister-in-law's sick child. 
She tarried 


scarcely.ten minutes but on returning 
toward her own home was horrified 
by the discovery that it was on fire. 
She made a frantic effort to rescue 
her little one, but was driven back by 
he fierce body of seething flame which 
luvclopod her form as she opened the 
door. Her cries for help was quickly 
responded to by young men who suc- 
ceeded in rescuing the child which 
nad crawled to the door. The cloth- 
ng was entirely burned from its buck;

still living little innocent martyr to a

harrowing sjiectacle.

He was made principal of the govern- 
ment Sanscrit school at liombay, and a 
great deal of his early life was spc.nt in 
India. He has received the imperial 
order of the Medjida from the sultan, 
and when the queen was proclaimed 
empress of India lie was made a com- 
panion of thu star of India.
